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The Sixteenth National Dairy Exposition

HE Sixteenth National Dairy Exposition at the Minne- 
3 gota State Fair grounds October 7-14, 1922, was gen- 

erally conceded by those in attendance to have come 
nearer to fulfilling its real mission than any preceding 
event in the long series. The show itself was a practical 
exposition of the dairy cow and everything that goes with 
her. It was more complete than ever before with classes 
and exhibits of grade animals—the finest possible demon- 
stration of the value of the purebred sire—a poultry show 
of national interest, a stronger presentation than ever 
before of the value of milk and dairy products as food 
for humans, and finally, the greater stress on the boys’ 
and girls’ calf club work.

The attendance at the show in point of numbers, while 
away ahead of last year, fell far below expectations. While 
the press of the Twin Cities devoted much space to the 
show and gave valuable publicity through their news col- 
umns, the city attendance was extremely light, aside from 
the children from the schools, who were given holidays and 
escorted ta the show en masse by their teachers. The 
farmers of the Northwest showed their appreciation of 
having the dairy exposition in their midst, the farm at- 
tendance throughout the week being highly satisfactory. 
Delegations by automobile caravan and trainloads thronged 
to the grounds, accompanied in many cases by their own 
bands and with placards announcing the special features 
for which their respective counties are famous. The 
Dakotas, Iowa, and Wisconsin were well represented along 
this line, in addition to very large delegations from all 
parts of Minnesota. These were the men and women for 
whom the message of the National Dairy Show is intended. 
Thus, we may say, that while the quantity of the attend- 
ance was disappointing, the quality was very satisfactory. 

The most important part of the show, of course, was 
the exhibit of purebred dairy cattle. These exhibits held 
the center of interest throughout the week. A special 
article in this issue tells of the awards in the Holstein 
classes. Without going into details at this time, therefore, 
we will simply say that the show was very well balanced, 
the Jersey, Guernsey, Ayrshire, and Brown Swiss breed- 
ers bringing out a good line-up, the Ayrshire and Brown 
Swiss showing being especially creditable in comparison 
with last year. The Holsteins, however, outnumbered 
their two closest competitors combined and dominated 
the whole live stock show.

periment, while the pictures and figures helped to impress 
firmly the important lesson taught by this thorough-going 
experiment. The clay models and paintings of the ideal 
Holstein-Friesian cow and bull, which are under prepara- 
tion by the Judging Committee were effectively displayed 
and were a center of attraction and admiration through- 
out the week. It is generally agreed that the committee 
is making excellent progress in the completion of these 
ideal representations of Holstein-Friesian type and that 
when completed it will be of the highest value in unifying 
and crystalizing the ideas of breeders in general as to the 
type of animal they are trying to produce. Much atten- 
tion in this Holstein-Friesian Extension exhibit was at- 
tracted by a mechanical cow borrowed for the occasion 
which emphasized the value of milk. The mechanical cow 
was shown consuming the feed and producing the milk, 
which went to the creamery where it was transformed into 
butter, cheese, and ice cream, as well as appearing in bot- 
tled form, whence it traveled to the American home from 
which emerged a sound and healthy family. A large bill 
board just outside the door displayed “The Farmer’s Cow” 
and attracted attention which resulted in throngs to the 
Holstein Extension exhibit throughout the entire week. 
The Colantha Club and the Minnesota Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation also had booths in this building. Much credit is 
due Mr. Koenig, Mr. Barney, and Mr. Cooper for getting 
together such an outstanding exhibit upon such short no- 
tice and at so slight an expenditure of money. The elab 
orate government exhibit was again on display and helpec 
to emphasize the value of better sires and better feeding 
methods. 
Healthland 
By far the most elaborate and effective exhibit by the 
National Dairy Council was shown this year under the 
name of Healthland. This unique display occupied one 
of the largest buildings on the ground and was really a 
whole show in itself. Cooperating with the Dairy Council 
were a dozen other organizations particularly interested 
in Child Welfare. The health story was told in travel form, 
actually portrayed by real trains (from city parks) trav- 
eling through the new found land. Each of the stations 
on the road represented something relating to the health 
of a child. It was a forceful presentation of the value of 
milk, was novel and unique in its conception, and met with 
an enthusiastic response from the crowds of children and 
grown people who attended throughout the week. If this 
and the other publicity for milk could have been suppleé- 
mented by more actual opportunities to purchase milk 
“to be drunk on the premises” throughout the grounds, 
the idea, in the opinion of some observers at the show, 
would have been more effectively brought to its logical 
end and conclusion. 
The Students’ Judging Contest

Nebraska fourth, and Connecticut fifth. Heath Holden, of 
Michigan, was the high individual in judging the Holsteins. 


President Lowden Makes Big Hit 


Governor Lowden, in his capacity as president of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America, did much to em- 
phasize the dominating influence of the Black and White 
breed. On Sunday, at the opening of the show, he deliv- 
ered an address, which is a masterpiece in its presenta- 
tion of the argument for a united fight on the part of all 
purebred organizations to eliminate the scrub bull and 
the scrub producer. Although originally planning to spend 
one day or at most, two, at the Dairy Show, he proved 
his interest in the work which the Show is doing and 
which the Holstein interests in particular were striving 
for, by remaining until Tuesday night when he was called 
back to Illinois on a rush engagement, but returning again 
to the Dairy Show for the Holstein dairy meeting on 
Thursday, and the first day of the Holstein judging on 
Friday. The Extension Department, in which President 
Lowden takes especial interest, likewise made his pres- 
ence known and felt throughout the week. On Tuesday, 
Mr. Cooper organized a dinner for all of the calf club boys 
and girls present at the show. All breeds were included 
and the Holstein breeders present acted as hosts, each 
breeder taking one or two of the boys and girls as his 
particular guest. At the close of the banquet, President 
Lowden gave a talk in which he outlined the opportunities 
which present conditions afford for boys and girls to lay 
the foundation for herds of purebred dairy cattle. He 
also emphasized the dignity of agriculture and the satis- 
faction that comes from breeding and being associated 
with purebred live stock. W. S. Moscrip presided at the 
meeting and E. T. Winship, president of the Minnesota 
Holstein-Friesian Association, also delivered a brief ad- 


dress.

On Thursday afternoon, the meeting of the dairymen, 
particularly those with a Holstein leaning and the Holstein 
breeders, was organized by the Extension Department. 
President Lowden presided, stating the purpose of the 
meeting to consider the most effective extension methods 
and calling for an open discussion of the problem. He 
urged a fuller use of the present agencies for extension 
such as the county farm bureau, and other organizations. 
A. J. Glover, of Wisconsin, urged greater attention to 
purebred sire campaigns. He argued, in addition to the 
usual points, that better business methods logically follow 
better sires and thus operate to take the drudgery out of 
dairying. Prof. Erf, of Ohio, outlined the policy in his 
state in regard to organization. Prof. Harris, of Wiscon- 
sin, discussed cow testing problems, and urged the pure- 
bred breeder to take more interest in the problems of 
the grade dairymen. County Agent McNally, of Dodge 
County, Minnesota, urged the cause of the small breeder 
as the foundation of the Holstein industry. He asserted 
that many breeders are not testing their cows because of 
a fear that they will not make 1000-lb. records. He urged 
the value of cow testing association records as a help in 
selling purebred cattle to dairymen and likewise ordinary 
records made under ordinary every-day conditions. He 
closed with a plea to the breeders to get out of the habit 
of depending on somebody else to sell their bulls and that 
the best way to help your county agent is to go home and 
get busy. At the conclusion of the meeting, Mr. Glover 
offered a resolution that a committee of five members be 
appointed by the chairman to work out a plan to pro- 
mote the elimination of the scrub sire. Mr. Lowden de- 
ferred the appointment of the committee in order to study 
the question and secure a representative personnel quali- 
fied to do effective work.

As the 
World’s Dairy Congress will be held in the same place 
as the 1922 National Dairy Exposition, the question of 
location assumes greater importance than ever before and 
is complicated by unusual considerations. Attention was 
focused on the matter at a banquet given Thursday eve- 
ning in the Minneapolis Club by Fred E. Murphy, publisher 
of the Minneapolis Tribune. Mr. Murphy’s paper has done 
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splendid work for the advancement ¢ 
Northwest throughout the past year, be 
politan daily really to take up the dai 
Following the feadership of the Minne

cxposition greater support by far than any previ , 
has ever received. The dinner in enantio wee 
the business men of Minneapolis with a number of cunain 
invited guests, numbering altogether over 180 Sh : 
talks were given by Mark Heffelfinger, chairman of the 
Minneapolis Promotion Committee; J. M. Hackney, yi : 
chairman of the St. Paul Promotion Committee: Dean Set 
fee, of the University Farm School; Joseph Chapman od 
ot Minneapolis, leading business men, and Governor Prius 
ot Minnesota, emphasizing the importance of the Dairy 
Show coming again to the Twin Cities from the standpoint 
not only of the Show and of the Northwest, but of dairy 
interests everywhere. It was argued that a third year 
was necessary in order to complete the work so well 
started; that equal cooperation on the part of business in- 
terests and the press could not be hoped for in the first 
year in any other location, and, finally, that the dairy cow 
was needed in the Northwest now as never before as the 
stabilizer of government itself. Governor Blaine, of Wis. 
consin, told what the dairy cow had done for Wisconsin 
where 30 cents out of every dollar produced in the state 
comes from the dairy cow, where the farm land is better 
today than was the virgin soil of the state, and where 
financial conditions are so substantial that there has not 
been a single bank failure in Wisconsin in the last five 
years. He stated that he was so thoroughly sold on the 
value of the Dairy Show to the Northwest that he pro- 
posed in the near future to make a bid for Wisconsin. 
Dean VanNorman, president of the National Dairy Show 
and of the World’s Dairy Congress, discussed the impor- 
tance of the Dairy Show from the standpoint of a relation 
of a successful dairy industry to the health of the people 
and urged the importance of getting together and ex- 
changing ideas as a fundamental reason for the World’s 
Dairy Congress. Governor Lowden, introduced as presi- 
dent of the Holstein-Friesian Association, was given an 
ovation. He characterized this Show as the most useful 
exhibition of its kind ever given in America; he pointed 
out the importance of the grade cow exhibits, the great 
lesson of the purebred sire, and the special significance 
of the boys’ and girls’ calf club exhibits. His statement in 
this connection that the interest of ownership is at the 
basis of civilization itself was greeted with applause. He 
pointed out that there had never been a famine in a coun- 
try which depends on the dairy cow and presented the 
thought that it isn’t enough simply to make the farm self 
supporting, it must be made attractive and there is no 
stronger agency than the purebred dairy cow. 

The question of the location of next year’s Show was 
further discussed by Col. W. E. Skinner, manager of the 
Show, at a luncheon which he gave to the visiting news- 
paper men. He stated that from his standpoint, it would 
be a mistake to bring the Dairy Show back to the Twin 
Cities for a third time. His thought was that such a 
course would tend to localize the institution, and make 
the Northwest dependent upon it, rather than developing 
the spirit to go ahead and work out their problems them- 
selves. He urged careful study of the best course to 
pursue in making it possible for the Northwest to carry 
on for itself the work so well started by the National 
Dairy Show. All factors in the situation of course, will 
be given careful consideration by the Board of Directors 
of the National Dairy Association, which has the final say 
in determining the question.

6“ HE most useful exposition of its kind ever held in 
T America,” was the characterization given by Gov- 
ernor Lowden after studying every feature of the 
1922 National. It contained more practical features than 
ever before and placed increased emphasis on the fea- 
tures which in the past had proven to be of great value. 
The addition of classes for grade cows was the thing that 
really added the finishing touch in the message to the 
everyday dairyman who has composed a large percentage 
of the attendance at the last two Dairy Shows. They pro- 
vided the inspiration for better things in his own herd 
and pointed the way to get them that stands within the 
reach of even the man of the most moderate resources. 
Through the formation of bull clubs, it is possible to get 
the services of a high class purebred bull at a merely nom- 
inal cost and the grade cow exhibits at the National fur- 
nished proof of the possibilities of upgrading for the actual 
dairyman. The production figures that went with every 
animal were convincing proof of the profit that comes 
from the kind of animals exhibited. As the exhibits of 
purebred breeding animals are an inspiration to the 
breeder, so were the grade exhibits an inspiration to the 
dairyman. 

Greater emphasis than ever before was placed upon 
the boys’ and girls’ calf club work and a fine array of 
calves, with their youthful owners, was on exhibition. 
About 45 per cent of the whole number were purebred 
Holsteins. While the top animals in the Holstein Calt 
Club show were excellent calves, there were, unfortun- 
ately, far too many undesirable misfits in the ring, calves 
which will always be a handicap to their owners. Breeders 
selling animals for use in calf clubs and those who are 
making the selections should never permit such inferior 
animals to go out as representatives of the breed because 
they will do far more hurt than good. Even though the 
fund available for the purchase of calf club calves may be 
limited, the breeders should see to it that nothing but 
good, straight, well-built animals are placed with the boys 
and girls. It means a lot to their future and to the future 
of the breed. This is a little digression from comment 
on the National Dairy Show but these thoughts were em- 
phasized by observation of the exhibits at the National. 
If some of the calves that were brought out in this show 
really were the best animals in their respective clubs, 
Providence be kind to those who stayed at home! 

The regular showing of purebred Holsteins was one to 
be proud of and there was a remarkable gallery there to 
share in the pride. Throughout the first day of the judg- 
ing, Friday, the 13th, seats on the Holstein side were at 
a premium and the side lines were so crowded that the 
judges were really hampered occasionally in their work. 
It was an interested crowd, following every award care- 
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gg A It w ue unfortunate in a way that the Holstein 
5 hi d to come so late in the week, being finished 

a few hours before the Show ended. The great ae 
of the Show visitors had to leave before the Rett Gee 
judging and thus went home without any informati ms: 
to where the Holstein awards were placed. As th in 
stein exhibit constituted the dominant interest nd — 
Show, we believe the management would have wie es 
fied in taking liberties with the old plan of rotation ts 
the order of judging in the interest of the greatest a 
to the greatest number.

While we are on this subject of judging schedule, j 
would appeal to us that the grade classes might well be 
scheduled to come at an hour when more of the farme : 
and dairymen would be on hand to observe it. This ome 
it came at eight o’clock in the morning, and at that hour 
very few Dairy Show visitors have arrived. There is q 
real lesson in it for the dairyman and it ought to come at 
a time when the greatest possible number of them will 
get it. 

The results of the Dairy Show are in every respect a 
cause for optimism. The manufacturers of dairy equip- 
ment report more cash sales than ever before, which ip 
itself is an indication of better times for the dairy indus- 
try. Breeders exhibiting animals at the Show also re- 
ported unprecedented interest in their animals and a seem. 
ing revival of interest in the purchase of breeding stock 
and many actual sales were reported. There really 
seemed to be a more optimistic tone in the general feeling 
among the Holstein breeders and several of them -re. 
flected it in new advertising contracts which will soon be 
starting in these columns. 

The 1922 National Dairy Exposition, in our opinion 
came nearer fulfilling its true mission than it has ever 
done before. in fact, it has set a wonderfully high mark 
me —" events to shoot at, wherever they may be 
ocated.

Competent Judges Important 


NE of the big problems in connection with the whole 
O show ring proposition is the matter of securing com- 

petent judges. This is a point which many fairs, par- 
ticularly the smaller ones, are inclined to economize on. In 
many cases they hire one man to put in the whole week 
judging all of the live stock or all of the dairy breeds, de- 
pending upon the size of the fair. There are probably live 
stock men who can get by under such a programme, but 
there is an old saying that the man who simply gets by, 
never gets far. 

Such a program is not fair to the exhibitor or the 
spectator and is a shortsighted policy on the part of the 
fair itself. Incompetent judges destroy the fundamental 
purpose of a live stock show. They confuse the man who 
is trying to learn —to formulate ideals; they disgust the 
exhibitor who has made a real effort to fit and bring out 
meritorious animals only to lose out to animals which he 
knows to be inferior; and they nullify the publicity value 
of the show ring, giving counterfeits something on which 
to claim credit which they cannot make good on. 

Such is only too likely to be the result when one man is 
asked to pose as a judge on the fine points of all classes of 
live stock, and all breeds within each class. 

The clay models representing perfection in Holstein 
type, as agreed upon unanimously by a committee of the 
most eminent judges of our breed, should help materially 
in standardizing the show ring work in our breed, and in 
bringing about a greater uniformity of type. The commit- 
tee has put a great amount of time on this project which 
will be completed, we understand, after the final observa 
tions have been made during the current fair season. 

In this connection, we want to commend the action 
which we understand the committee on prizes has taken, 
or is about to take, to pay prize money from the association 
only in such instances as accredited Holstein judges are 
called to officiate. This ruling probably cannot be put into 
effect this year, but should be announced in ample season 
for another year. The matter of placing awards at our big 
Holstein shows is far too important to be entrusted to 4 
“jack-of-all-trades” judge, or to one whose specialty is 
with some other dairy breed. It is decidedly the exception, 
not the rule, when a Jersey or a Guernsey breeder can do a 
satisfactory job in placing a Holstein show. Most Holstein 
breeders are too wise to be led into any attempt to place 
the ribbons in a Jersey or Guernsey show.

The Breeders’ Attitude On Tuberculosis 


Another Editorial by H. V. Noyes, chairman of the Exten- 
sion and Finance Committees. 


ous one with which we are obliged to contend. What 

a relief it would be if there were no such disease as 
tuberculosis. How easy it would be to go ahead with our 
business if we could sell cattle without the tuberculin 
test. But how futile to wish that things were different 
from what they actually are. How much better to face 
the facts as they actually exist. 

The facts are that bovine tuberculosis does exist and 
is contagious. Nobody who has seen a “rotten herd” post- 
mortemed can doubt it. 

The world in general has accepted the tuberculin test 
as the only known means of diagnosis and even though 
the test is inaccurate and faulty, yet practically all buyers 
demand that cattle be subjected to it before they will 
accept them. Therefore, it follows that if you are in 
business for the purpose of selling cattle you must keep 
cattle that will stand the test, otherwise they are not 
salable. 

I have noticed that in all discussions between cattle 
men the argument turns upon the merits, or rather the 
weaknesses, of the tuberculin test. Such discussions are 
academically interesting but of no practical use. 

A merchant aims to keep goods that will sell, and a 
breeder of purebred cattle might just as well go out of 
— as to raise up a lot of animals that he can’t 
sell. 

The tuberculin test may be as full of holes as a sieve 
but it is the only diagnostic method known and it will 
continue to be used until something better is found. We 
should continue to hope that something better will be 
found and .continue to study the question academically, 
but in the meantime as practical business men keep goods 
that we can sell.

N the cover this week, we show one of the most 
O prominent among the younger sires, Sir Henger- 

veld Pietertje Ormsby, a bull whose first daughters 
are making a sensational showing for production, whose 
pedigree presents an unusual inheritance of show type and 
production, and who, himself, has an enviable show ring 
record. Sir Hengerveld Pietertje Ormsby, as a two-year- 
old, won first prize at Minnesota State Fair and the Wa- 
terloo Dairy Congress and was second at the National 
Dairy Show. As a three-year-old, he won fourth prize 
at the National Dairy Show in the class which brought 
out the grand champion of the show. This year, in four- 
year-old form, he won second at the Minnesota State Fair, 
the bull which ranked above him placing as grand cham- 
pion. At the Waterloo Cattle Congress, however, he was 
first prize aged bull, senior, and grand champion, and 
won the further honor of first place for a sire shown with 
his Get at the Cattle Congress. At both Minnesota and 
the Cattle Congress, with his younger brother, he won 
first as a Produce of Dam. At the National last week he 
won third place in the class which brought out the grand 
champion, and with his brother was second prize produce 
of dam. At the National he was also first prize sire with 
get. So much for his own show ring record. 


His first two daughters to freshen both as junior two- 
year-olds, have records averaging 24.22 lbs. butter, 455.9 
lbs. milk. One of them made 20.31 Ibs. butter from 431.8 
lbs. milk at the age of twenty-five months, while the other 
is thus far the leading junior two-year-old of the present 
official year with a production at two years, two months, 
of 28.12 lbs. butter from 480.0 lbs. milk. This record was 
started eleven days after calving. On another test twen- 
ty-four days after calving, she increased her milk produc- 
tion with a slight drop in the fat production, her figures 
being 509.6 Ibs. milk with 27.84 lbs. butter. His first five 
daughters, all above 17 lbs. average in 7 days, and are do- 
ing splendidly on year test. The get of Sir Hengerveld 
Pietertje Ormsby have made a good showing wherever 
exhibited in the prize ring. 

Particularly pleasing is the pedigree of Sir Henger- 
veld Pietertje Ormsby. His sire, Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes 22d, is one of the good transmitting sons of Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes and is out of Minnesota’s first 
1000-lb. butter producer, Riverview Fytje De Kol Ormsby. 
The dam of Sir Hengerveld Pietertje Ormsby is none 
other than Chloe Pietertje Ormsby, former world’s cham- 
pion yearling and the youngest three times 1000-lb. cow 
of the breed. Following her 800-lb. yearling record, she 
made 1067 lbs. as a three-year-old, 1149.86 lbs. as a four- 
year-old, and 1175.08 lbs. butter as a five-year-old. She 
is a daughter of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, making 
Sir Hengerveld Pietertje Ormsby a double grandson of 
that grand old sire. Chloe has another younger son which 
won second prize at the Minnesota State Fair in class in 
1921 and was junior champion this year. Sir Hengerveld 
Pietertje Ormsby heads the herd of Hugo W. Schroeder, 
Owatonna, Minnesota, his younger brother also being in 
service in the same herd.

OUTAGAMIE BREEDERS PICNIC 


One thousand Holsteiners and dairymen attended the 
annual picnic of Outagamie County Holstein Breeders As- 
sociation at Mackville Grove, Appleton, Wisconsin, on 
August 17th. It was the best attended picnic of the 
association, in spite of being held at a time when work 
was pressing. 

However, similar to the manner with which farmers 
leave their work on circus day to sit under the big tent 
of Ringling Brothers’ Circus, they left their harvesting 
to hear John M. Kelley, attorney for Ringling Brothers 
and Vice-President of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America. 

With Mr. Kelley’s characteristic method of both con- 
vincing and entertaining his audience, the dairymen lis- 
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tened as Mr. Kelley discussed the necessity of advertis- 
ing dairy products. He told of the successful experiences 
of commercial concerns in selling more or less non-essen- 
tial articles at a profit through creditable advertising. 
He convinced his hearers that dairy products had more 
merits than any of the products which he described, and 
accordingly an advertising campaign to sell dairy products 
could be conducted which would far outdo the success of 
the advertising results of the products which he named, 
such as tobacco, Coca-Cola, Life Savers, soap, and cos- 
metics. 

Mr. Kelley urged trade names for dairy products that 
measure up to a high standard of quality. He emphasized 
the importance of dairymen paying more attention to 
quality in the production of dairy products, and assured 
them that with high quality products, together with well 
directed advertising, better prices can be secured. 

The farmers were sold on Mr. Kelley’s advertising plans 
and volunteered the value of two days’ milk towards a 
fund to advertise Wisconsin quality dairy products. 

Another feature of the picnic was the awarding of 
two silver trophy cups by Mr. Powell, president of the 
First National Bank of Appleton, to the men who had 
made the best 7-day records in Outagamie County during 
the past year. Mr. W. H. Steffensen, Appleton, won the 
professional cup, as owner of Good Hope Pontiac Pie- 
tertje, a junior 3-year-old that produced 29.19 pounds of 
butter and 514.5 pounds of milk. 

Mr. E. G. Carpenter of Hortonville won the- amateur 
cup, given as an incentive to men doing official testing 
for the first time. The record that won the award in this 
class was made on the cow Crescent Bessie Pet Johanna, 
3% years old, and is 27.1 pounds of butter and 610.9 pounds 
of milk.

breeders to secure a continuation of the work along this 
line. A resolution was adopted that Congress appropriate 
funds to start eradication work of the Ox-Warble fly ip 
some areas in the state.

The Pettis County Project 








FEW years ago, the farm and 
A dairy press of the United 

States and Canada and foreign 
countries was giving wide publicity, 
and deservedly so, to the Pettis Coun- 
ty plan of Holstein development. Now 
after five years of constructive work, 
the project, which was organized on 
a five-year basis, is reaching com- 
pletion and the day is close at hand 
when the farmers, dairymen and bus- 
iness men who put their money into 
the plan are to cash in on their in- 
vestment. 


It was early in 1917 that C. M. 




















Long, then County Agent in Pettis 
County, Mo., and who has since gain- 
ed fame for his progressive ideas as 
Field Secretary of the Holstein-Fries- 
ian Association of Illinois, conceived 
the idea of a scheme for community 
Holstein development, which came to 
be widely known as the Pettis County 
plan. Mr. Long’s idea was to organ- 
ize a corporation composed of both 
farmers and business men for the 
purchase and development of a herd 
of good Holsteins that would pay a 
fair profit on their investment. In 
working out his idea, Mr. Long. was 
assisted by Prof. Eckles, then of the 
University of Missouri, and Marshall 
Gordon, a Missouri dairyman, and the 
plan received hearty cooperation not 
only from the state college, but also 
from the Sedalia Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Missouri State Board 
of Agriculture. According to the 
terms of the agreement, the company 
known as the Pettis County Holstein- 
Friesian Association, was to furnish 
the cows valued at around $300.00 
each, paying all fees for official test- 
ing, paying half of all breeding fees, 





half of all veterinarian fees, and pro- 
viding community herd sires for 
which the ccmpany was to pay the 
keep and transportation. The com- 
pany was also to take care of all cor- 
respondence and look after the regis- 
try papers, pay all registration fees 
of offspring, etc., all the animals re- 
maining registered in the name of 
the company. 

The farmer taking the cows must 
subscride to ten shares of stock in 
the company at $10.00 per share for 
each cow he received. He must agree 
to give the cows the best of feed and 
care, must join a cow testing associa- 
tion and do some official testing as 
well. He must agree to keep the bull 
calves until such time as they might 
be sold to the best advantage. At 
the end of five years, the herd was to 
be sold at public auction. 

By July 1917, sufficient was sub 
scribed so that the company was in- 


corporated with a capital stock of 
$30,000. Of this amount, $17,000 was 
invested in Holsteins, mostly  pur- 
chased in Wisconsin. The animals 


were brought to Sedalia, Mo., and dis- 
tributed among the farmers by lot, 
the men receiving the cattle being 
selected from a large number of ap- 
plicants by a committee of the com- 
pany appointed for that purpose. 
Another purchase of thirty head was 


made the following spring and dis- 
tributed in the same manner, until 
twenty-eight different farms were car- 
ing for Holsteins under the Pettis 


Connty plan. 

Two very good herd sires were pur- 
chased, the company paying $25.00 a 
month for the keep of each, as well 
as $1.00 for every trip they were re- 
quired to make, the bulls being car- 
ried by truck from farm to farm as 
occasion required. A breeding fee of 
$10.00 was charged, of which as we 
have said, half was paid by the com- 
pany and half by the farmer having 
the cow. 

The bulls were selected on a basis 
of individuality, breeding and proven 
transmitting power. Brookings Corn- 
ucopia, a splendid dairy bull, who has 
since been a prize winner at the 
Missouri State Fair, was one of the 
bulis selected. He now has over a 
dozen A. R. O. daughters with rec- 
ords up to 24 lbs. at two years. He 
is a son of the great producer, Col- 
lege Belle Wayne, with records of 
35.38 lbs.,butter from 824.3 Ibs. milk 
in 7 days and 145.38 lbs. butter from 
3338.1 lbs. milk in 30 days. She is 
further distinguished as the dam of 
College Belle Wayne 2d, an 1100-Ib. 
cow with 27,896 lbs. milk.

Results Accomplished 


After five years of operat 
find the Pettis County Assockar” 
about ready to dispose of their hold- 
ings. The original herd of 103 heag 
has now grown to from 300 to 350 
head. The undesirables have been 
carefully weeded out and sent to the 
block. The bull calves have been dis. 
posed of for the most part by public 
sale, the first bull sale averaging over 
$50, the bulls going mostly to Missouri 
farmers. There are seventy-seven of 
the original 103 left, the balance all 
being descendants of the animals first 
purchased. There are over 50 daugh- 
ters of Brookings Cornucopia and a 
large number of daughters of Admiral 
Walker Prilly, as well as sixteen of 
his granddaughters, which are shown 
by the cow testing association re. 
ports, to be among the best producers 
owned by the company. 

The cow testing association ree 
ords show an average increase in pro- 
duction of from 35 to 40 per cent over 
that of the ordinary cow testing as- 
sociation cow. The records have been 
made for the most part under ordin- 
ary farm conditions by farmers and 
were made on a sound, economic 
basis. The company has decided up 
on the dates of November 8th and 
9th for the sale. The 300 head and 
over will be brought to Sedalia, Mo., 
and the stockholders will then reap 
their reward for the wonderful work 
the company has done. The services 
of W. H. Mott, well known Kansas 
sale manager, have been secured in 
connection with the sale, and every- 
thing points to a fitting wind-up of 3 
great project. 

At the end of the first year, the 
books showed a profit of 10 per cent 
on the investment, figuring the avi 
mals at a fair value. The fact that 
these animals were purchased during 
the war when all prices were higher 
than at present may make it difficult 
for the company to realize as large 
an amount as they expected, but we 
feel certain that the company will 
show a nice profit for its five years 
in operation. In any case, they have 
beén successful at least in starting 
Holstein breeding in the Southwest, 
where this industry is still in its in 
fancy. They have distributed pure 
bred bulls to many farmers who might 
otherwise still be keeping scrubs. 
They have given the farmers who 
entered into the project the inspire 
tion of working with purebred Hol- 
steins. They have brought into close 
relation the dairy and business inter- 
ests of their community, and we 
might add they have advertised the 
Holstein breed in a striking manner, 
and have pointed out the way to oth 
er counties which might be interest: 
ed in such a project, to the good of 
all concerned.

THE STATE HERDS 


Five states contributed to the state 
herd competition with full strings. 
They were Minnesota, Ontario, Wis- 
consin, Iowa and Illinois, placing in 
the order named. 

Minnesota was able to get together 
a herd of prize winners, none of which 
placed below fifth. The herd was 
headed by the senior and grand cham. 
pion bull and included four other first 
prize winners. 

Canada in second place had two 
blue ribbon winners, both of them 
champions, and the herd was headed 
by the second prize two-year-old bull. 
Only one of the ten was outside of the 
money, and she came very close to 
winning a place in class. 

The Wisconsin herd which placed 
no better than third, if judged on a 
strict basis of uniformity of dairy ex- 
cellence, might have been considered 
deserving of first place. The Wiscon- 
sin herd included three blue ribbon 
winners and none that placed below 
sixth. 

The Iowa herd was headed by a 
first prize bul and of course included 
the junior champion female, as well 
as a number of seconds and thirds 
and only one outside the money. 

Illinois did not show up so well in 
the matter of prize winners but pre- 
sented a herd of good animals that 
any one might be proud to own. 

In totaling up the ribbons won by 
the various members of the four lead- 
ing state herds, we find that Minne- 
sota leads, as might be expected, with 
a total of twenty-four, followed by 
Wisconsin with thirty, Canada with 
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thirty-six, and Icwa with forty-three. 
In computing these totals, we have 
simply added the rankings of the var- 
ious individuals, considering animals 
outside of the money, as standing in 
eleventh place. The five herds made 
a splendid exhibit. 


This year for the first tin e, competi- 
tion for the Echo King Sylvia Trophy 
appeared. This beautiful bronze 
trophy offered by Bell Farm, is award- 
ed to the best group of three genera- 
tions of females, production counting 
40 per cent and type 60 per cent. Dr.

addressed a joint meeting of the 
students and Holstein breeders at Mt 

Hermon on July 28th. : 


At this meeting, Gov. Lowden gaiq 
in part, that it was a great inspiration 
for him to sit down with all the yt 
Hermon students, as they did that 
day in their large dining hall, He 
said that at a meeting of such a body 
of young men he always felt that he 
took away more than he gave. Goy 
Lowden stated that he would speak 
to the students and the Holsteip 
breeders in a very informal way, op 
the subject of “The Need of Traineg 
Minds in the World Today.” 


“Before the war,” Gov. Lowden 
said, “many people wanted to criticise 
and make light of mental training” 
He made reference to the derision of 
trained agricultural men who were 
known lightly as “book-farmers.” He 
also referred to the fact that students 
of psychology were known to _ have 
been greatly criticized, and students 
also of the weather and the Weather 
Bureau Service. When the war came 
on it was soon discovered that we had 
no more trained minds than we 
needed. 

In democracies like our own, trained 
minds are especially necessary be- 
cause the strength of such democra- 
cies depend upon a sane, intelligent 
public opinion. Gov. Lowden made 
reference to the works of Lord Bryce 
in referring to the Histories of Demo- 
cracies. He stated that Lord Bryce 
was one of the greatest and most 
sympathetic of the students of the 
democratic form of government that 
was known anywhere. He said that 
through the two volumes which Lord 
Bryce recently wrote that the follow- 
ing thought was written in nearly 
every chapter: “The stability of the 
democratic form of government 
depends upon the right kind of public 
opinion.” He _ stated that __ public 
opinion was not only formed by 
newspapers and the press in general, 
and by public speakers, but also by 
honest-thinking people in the local 
communities who live up to the 
theories which they believe. He 
stated that those men who were 
fortunate enough to receive an educa 
tion were the ones to help mold 
public opinion and that this would be 
done unconsciously in most It 
stances. 

Gov. Lowden states that trained 
minds were not only necessary to our 
own government at the present ume 
but that we must have trained minds 
to meet the demands made upon Us 
abroad. To show the place which the 
United States of America holds today 
in the hearts of Europeans he stated 
that while he was across the water 
last spring, at Coblenz, the head 
quarters of the American Army of 
Occupation, word was received from 
the War Department to return all our 
troops to America. He stated that 
the prime minister of Belgium came 
to him, although he was only a private 
citizen, and urged him to do all he 
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ave at least a small troop 
Belgium, if —? — 
d our flag which wou 
— The Belgium minister 
felt for what might happen, because 
of the hatreds which were felt among 
those peoples. Gov. Lowden stated 
that Europeans criticized us for being 
awkward in our diplomacy and 
quixotic at times, which criticisms are 
correct, but that they had never 
accused us of grasping for territory 
which criticism was made of all 
nations of Europe and made them 
suspicious of one another. 

Gov. Lowden stated that while he 
was in Germany an important official 
at Berlin said that the Reichstag 
passed a resolution to ask the United 
States not to move their army but, 
feeling this resolution would not have 
the effect desired they failed to pass 
the resolution. So, Gov. Lowden 
said, “Friend and foe alike, have 
their respect for the United States.”

SOIL BUILDERS EXPRESSED IN 
TERMS OF MANURE 
By ORIN CROOKER 

Nitrogen, phosphorus, potash and 
lime are the soil elements in which 
agriculture is most interested. Barn- 
yard manure contains all of them, yet 
not in properly balanced form. In 
other words, to feed a crop with 
enough manure to provide it with 
needed nitrogen would supply, in many 
instances, more phosphorus than the 
crop requires. Manuring soils with 
barnyard waste means either that 
some of the fertility elements applied 
are not utilized or that a deficit of par- 
ticular elements is made up from the 
soil’s supply. Usually, both will oc- 
cur so impossible is it to balance crop 
needs with ordinary stable waste. 

In light of what has been stated, the 
restatement, in terms of manure, of 
the fertility values of substances used 
in soil improvement is a matter, not 
only of interest but of suggestive 
value. For instance, one ton of rock 
phosphate (65% tricalcium phosphate) 
holds the phosphorus equivalent of 
130 tons of farm manure. One ton of 
limestone (95% calecuim carbonate) 
holds the alkali equivalent of 76 tons 
of farm manure. Thus, it will be seen 
that a single ton of either rock phos- 
phate or of limestone will accomplish 
immeasurably more in these ways 
than a ton of manure. No one, of 
course, would think of correcting an 
acid soil with manure but many farm- 
ers are trying to supply crops with 
phosphorus on depleted soils through 
the use of manure alone. The figures 
indicated above reveal the easier way. 

So it is with some other things. One 
ton of green clover holds the nitrogen 
equivalent of four tons of ordinary 
manure. One ton of oat straw holds 
the potash equivalent of two tons of 
stable waste. One ton of straw or of 
rege Rad poten the same 
from the use aa n a soil that results 
“edly + theo aaan a ong of manure.

Burlington County, New Jersey Asso-

Three hundred and eighteen cows 
were tested in the association for the 
month of August which represents 
nineteen herds. There were twenty- 
two with forty pounds of butterfat and 
five with fifty pounds or better; eight 
producing 12,000 pounds or more of 
milk. A. R. Jackson had the highest 
cow for the month with 81.8 pounds 
butterfat to her credit and 1,996 
pounds milk. She is a purebred Hol- 
stein named “Bloomfield Fair Oaks.” 

A canvass of the members in the 
association shows that all the mem- 
bers that have bulls of their own are 
using purebred bulls, which means all 
but two of the twenty-one members. 
Two members of the association have 
accredited herds, and three others 
have adopted the accredited herd plan 
and are now under Federal and State 
Supervision. 

There are at least ten members that 
are going to show some of their stock 
at the Mount Holly Fair, which is one- 
half of the membership in the associa- 
tion which is quite a creditable show- 
ing. 

The price of high protein feeds have 
dropped a bit this month, and it is 
hoped that more cottonseed and oil 
meal will be fed next month which 
will result in more and better milk for 
the farmer.
